Bur the very laſt Seſſions at the Old Baily 
ene perſon received Sentence of Death for 
&illingan innozent Tub-man ; yet norwirtk- 
RAanGing the fad prefident of his Condem- 
nation , we had preſcnrtly a freth example of 
the 'I;ke unbridled Fary. ' For on Manday 
the 4rh inftane , a young man keeping a Vi- 
Qualling - houle in Bonops. -gate - ftreet ha- 
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ving "OM abroad (according tothe erftom 
of 'the Holy days) with a-Centlewoman that 
"tis faid he had' a kindneſs for ; 2s they were 
peaceably walking home neer Bow: Church, 
a perſon they mer betterarm'd with a'Sword, 
than feaſon'd with Diſcretion, (took ſome im- 
pertinent occaſton ro. quarrel with him abuut 
raking the wall, jaſtling him, or che like rri- 
fle; and drawing his weapon moſt valiantly 
upon this naked man, prelently laid him dead 
at his feet 3 for which he was apprehended 
upon the place, and after examination before 
a Magiftrace committed ro Newgate , where 
he now remains. 

lc ſhould ſeem ſome malevolent bloudy 
Scars were about this time Reigning For the 
_ 'very ſame night in the Strand was found the 

body of a worthy Gentlemnag of a good Fa- 
mily murdered in the fircer , being run'tho- 
row, and his Breeches filled with bloud.' *'Fis 
conceived by his cloatht , chat after che mur- 
der commrred he had been brought out of 
ſyme houſe, and drag'd atong in the dire : but 
from whence, or what miſchievous hand was 
ouiley of the fad, remains yet undiſcovered;

though ' tis not dou wh but Providence-in 
due time will bring the malefadtor to light; ic 
being a Ruled Caſe in the juſt Records of 
Fate , That ſuch horiid Crimes rarely eſcape 
puniſhuient in this world, and never (unre- 
pented of ) Vengeance in that nbich is tg\ 
cowte, In order whereunto, the Coroner s' 
Inqueſt upon viewing the body, afliſted with 
Chirurgeans, hare returned their Verdict that 
he was mutthercd. : 

The ſame night and the next day, upon 
ſudden Frays and Rancounters, there hap- 
pen'd two other ſad Accidents : Two people 
being dangerouſly wounded, of whom one 
tor ſome time time was reported to have been 
dead; but ſince we underſtand that to be a 
miſtake,and that tis well hoped both of them 
may recover. 

To theſe bloudy Tidings we may adde 
more; though of another kinde, and though 
not altogether ſo ctue] and inhumane, yet 
moſt deteſtable, and deſtructive to humane 
Society and Commerce, and therefore by the 
Prudence of our Anceſtors thought fit to be 
reſirained under nolef- than Capital Puniſh-

ment: And this of three. perſons. who on 
Thurſday the 7th of this inſtant Tune were * 
{ecured in Newgate for a Robbery by them 
commitred on the High-way. *Tis ſuppoſed ' 
#hey have for ſome time followed-chat Trade * 
more than thoſe rhey were bred to,and there-_ 
fore may probably have committed ſeveral * 
greater Exploies : bur in that for which they 
were taken, their Prize was not very conſide- 4 
rable; having raken (as we are informedJonly - 
a Watch,a Sword,a Whip, and Nine ſhilfings * 
in Money. FSR 

Theſe Offegders are ſaid te have lived 
lately about Fleer.flreet, and kept up Reppta- 
tion amongſt their Neighbours as very civil 
perlons, carrying on their Padding-defignes 
ſo ſecretly, that they were not ſuſpeRted, till 
having committed this Robbery neer K ing- 
ſton upon Thames ; They were obſerved to 
Ferry over at Putney, and fo purſued by the 
Hue and Cry ill taken.

not deter wicked men from ſuch nefarious 
and deſtructive practices : That Fear at _ 
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if not Vertuous Prin es and:love ta Cood-..
